WHEREAS, it is the responsibility of government to protect 
the lives of the citizenry and enact such laws as will enhance the 
public's safety and well being; and 


WHEREAS, the Municipal Council of the City of Newark, 
New Jersey has become increasingly alarmed at the amount of violent 
crimes being committed by juveniles; and 


WHEREAS, in many instances due to their age such a juvenile 
receives the benefit of not being tried as an adult although they may 
have committed a most serious crime; and 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF NEWARK, NEW JERSEY: 


That it does hereby urge the Legislature of the State of 
New Jersey to enact legislation which would require that a juvenile 
aged 14 through 17 charged with a violent crime such as rape and murder 
be tried in the Courts as an adult.
